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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: for the reasons stated in the previous office action 
dated 7 February 2007. 

Applicant argues that Pantano does not teach tinting through the addition of a colorant component being added to the glass composition. 
In response to applicant's argument, it is noted that Pantano is not relied upon for teaching a colorant, and is merely relied upon for having 
a tint that exhibits a reduced level of auto-fluorescence. 

Regarding the reference of Dela Ruye, applicant argues that Dela Ruye do not teach adding nickel oxide and cobalt oxide to glass to 
provide tinted inorganic porous glass on a nonporous substrate, and instead add the colorants to avoid distorint the color of an object 
viewed through the glass. Applicant's argument is not persuasive because the fact that applicant has recognized another advantage of 
adding a colorant to the glass of Pantano, which would flow naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be the basis for 
patentability when the differences would otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1985). 

Applicant further argues that Muller teaches adding coatings to reduce auto-fluorescence and does not teach or suggest a tinted inorganic 
porous region. In response to applicant's argument, it is noted that Muller is not relied upon for the teaching of tinted inorganic porous 
region, which is taught by Pantano. Muller is relied upon only to provide motivation to add the colorant of Dela Ruye to the glass of 
Pantano, which is to provide further reduced autofluorescence as described at column 3, lines 4-23. 

Furthermore, in response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking 
references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 
(CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 
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
